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It is ^^the desire of all nations" that Laws be known^ good, 
administered, and obeyed* Laws must be knowni not by a limited 
professional class only, but by the general public, before the Christian 
conscience of nations can examine their goodness, provide right 
administration, and secure to them universal observance. To aid in. 
making their Laws fiilly known to one small nation in the British Isles, 
'* a collection of families, in the same country, imder their own govern- 
ment,'' is the aim of the present volume. 

The Statute Laws of the Isle of Man began to be written for 
the meetings of all the Commons of Man A. D. 1414 — 1480, and 
have been promulgated from the Tynwald Hill under the sanction of 
the British Crown down to this day. They have all been edited in five 
volumes, except those enacted since 1848; and of them an abstract, drawn 
up by Mr. Burman, Secretary to His Excellency the Lieut.-Govemor 
and the Council, is appended to this work. The editors, Messrs. MiUs 
Geneste, Jeffcott, Gell, and Burman, members of the Manx Bar, have 
appended to each of their volumes a separate index. That to Mr. 
Mills' volume being brief and imperfect, the present Crown Solicitor, 
Mr. Adams, having made an index for his own purposes, has allowed 
the editor to make use of the manuscript. These five separate 
indes^^s are united in this volume, fdong with the abstract of the 
recent inedited Acts of Tynwald, bo as to give a Key to all the 
Statute Laws of the Island from their beginning to tiie present day. 
The work of the present editor consists in concentrating the pro- 
fessional labours of these first-class Manx advocates ; and he ventures 
to think that the result is honourable and useful to the profession 
and to the Island. 



VI PREFACE. 

The peculiar unity of Church and State in this Island, and 
the ancient prerogative of its kings to be " Metropolitan and Chief 
of Holy Church," have made the civil and ecclesiastical Statutes 
to flow from one national authority, and to be comprehended in the 
same volume. 

The historical occasion for the writing of the Manx Laws at first 
was the contest for supremacy between the priesthood of Borne and the 
insular authorities. A result of that early contest was to give pre- 
dominance in this island to the native laws and to their judicial and 
regal administrators. Our age demands a revision of old laws in 
the light of conscience, ^reason. Scripture, and experience, not for 
the predominance of a class, but for the welfare of aU. The peaceful 
victory of law in this island previous to the invention of printing and to 
the Beformation has laid a foundation for wise and safe revisal of 
national laws and institutions, in accordance with existing necessities, 
and in preparation for coming changes; and assm^edly. the best way 
to secure the distinctive privileges of this Island, is to remove betimes 
from its laws and institutions all that is contrary to equity and 
inconsistent with national duty and welfare. This comprehensive Index 
may facilitate such a revision. The Isle of Man having an autonomy 
separate from the imperial Parliament, may safely pioneer the path 
of progress, by originating legislative improvements rather than by 
slavishly following its imperial neighbour, and may tlms fill a place of 
honour and usefulness, proper to its central position and ancestral 
dignity, but out of all proportion to its limited size and population. 

If the Committee of Legislature, appointed at the commence- 
ment of Governor Hope's term of rule, were revived, with instructions 
and powers, improved by experience, and if they had authority to 
mark out the statutes that are obsolete, useless, or already abrogated, 
and to propose new and expedient enactments, the way would be 
prepared for a uniform publication of all the Statute Laws of the 
Island, with such additions and improvements as would place it in 
advance of every other code in the British Empire. 

This united Index to the Statute Laws of Man, is not an un- 
professional work, although its contents are not exclusively civil, nor 
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its editor a lawyer. Each component part has a stamp of authority 
from the Manx Bar. The whole is related to pulpit as well as to 
market, bench, legislature, and crown, and is a step, however short 
towards attainment of the loftiest Christian ideal. The predicted 
union of mankind under the sceptre of justice, gives assurance that their 
laws shall be known to each nation, and shall be rectified up to the 
standard of God and man — of conscience and revelation. To that 
eminence afar, the British Isle which can constitutionally ascend 
alone, ought through light and right to aspire. It is now nearly five 
hundred years since England, under influence sacerdotal and Lollard- 
burning, had recklessly invaded France; but ere the laurels of 
Agincourt were all torn from her child-guided hands by the Maid 
of Orleans, the Manx nation, led by their King, Ia follower of Wycliffe, 
assembled mid the darkness — a morning star of the Beformation — ^put 
down Papal sanctuaries, set up the anti-sacerdotal " Laws of the Land 
of Man," and in the very centre of the British Isles supplanted the 
Papacy, now under the wheel of European revolution, but then at the 
height of the world's supremacy. "The thing that hath been," saith 
the Preacher, " it is that which shall be, and there is nothing new 
under the sun." Who is there now to forbid descendants and repre- 
sentatives of " all the Commons of Man " to revive their arrested 
work, by using peculiar privileges inherited from ancestry so dis- 
tinguished, in order to bring institutions and laws at the heart of the 
British Isles into conformity with the standard, Catholic and Divine, of 
domestic and national Christianity ? This book attempts to remove 
an obstacle that has impeded progress in that direction : — 

Pass through, pass through the gates ; 

Clear the way for the people ! 

Level, level the road; 

Gather out the stones ; 

Lift up a standard on the side of the peoples !
